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Jail for man who 
caused fatal crash

A MAN from Ely has been jailed for 
four years for causing the death of his 
wife in a car accident while driving 
with traces of cocaine and prescrip¬ 
tion drugs in his system. 

Jose Gomes, 44, of Welland Place, 
pleaded guilty to causing the death of 
25-year-old Tania Macedo by danger¬ 
ous driving. 

The accident, which involved three 
cars, also saw his then 2-year-old 
daughter hospitalised for a month as 
she suffered a broken collar bone and 
a fractured hip. 

Sara Walker, prosecuting, told Cam¬ 
bridge Crown Court the incident hap¬ 
pened on the A10 between Stretham 
and Little Thetford at around 7.50pm 
on October 23, 2013. 

Ms Walker said Gomes admitted to 
officers he was extremely tired at the 
time and that shortly before the acci¬ 
dent he had been arguing with his wife 
in the car. 

However Charles Kellett, mitigating, 
argued there was no evidence Gomes 
had been driving at excessive speed. 

Mr Kellett said the only reason “ex¬ 
hausted” Gomes was driving to Cam¬ 



bridge was to attend a meeting with 
the Probation Service as he was “slow¬ 
ly turning his life around”. 

He said: “He felt he had to be the 
breadwinner so he was pushing him¬ 
self to extremes to try and keep the 
family together. 

“He will never be able to forgive 
himself for that nor does he seek to do 
so. It will live with him for the rest of 
his life.” 

However Judge Jonathan Haworth 
said he was satisfied with the evidence 
presented by the prosecution that the

defendant had been driving too fast. 

He said: “The evidence you were far 
too tired to be driving is overwhelm¬ 
ing. The consequences of the accident 
were tragic. If anything it shows the ut¬ 
ter folly of firstly driving when you are 
too tired to drive and secondly when 
you have taken drugs, even two or 
three days later.” 

Judge Haworth added the offence 
was aggravated by the defendant’s nu¬ 
merous previous convictions and be¬ 
cause it happened when Gomes was 
subject to a two-year suspended sen¬ 


tence for the supply of Class A drugs. 
He also disqualified Gomes from driv¬ 
ing for five years. 

On Monday, stricter new drug driv¬ 
ing legislation came into force and 
police are urging people taking pre¬ 
scribed medication to make sure they 
are not breaking the law. 

Lyn Hesse, from the Cambridgeshire 
and Peterborough Road Safety Part¬ 
nership, said: “This law will save lives, 
driving under the influence of drugs 
is extremely dangerous and can have 
a devastating effect on people’s lives.”

Ice skater calls 
for a stadium 
- in Littleport

A PETITION has been 
launched calling for a multi¬ 
million pound ice stadium 
to be built in the historic 
home of outdoor speedskat¬ 
ing - Littleport. 

Speedskating enthusiast 
Lyn Guest de Swarte, who 
lives in the town, set up the 
online petition on Saturday 
and by Tuesday afternoon, 
more than 100 people had 
signed it. 

Lyn’s mission is to get the 
Littleport Ice Stadium, a 
state-of-the-art 400m en¬ 
closed ice oval, built on The 
Moors - agricultural land 
near the town’s railway sta¬ 
tion which is owned by Nigel 
Garner. 

Lyn, a local spiritual¬ 
ist who founded post-war 
women’s ice hockey in the 
UK, says that Mr Garner 
and the parish council are 
in support of the stadium, 
which she estimates would 
cost around £40 million to 
build. 

Her aim is for the peti¬ 
tion to get 1,000 signatures 
so that she can then send it

to the Secretary of State for 
Culture, Media and Sport, 
the Rt Hon Sajid Javid MP. 

In a statement alongside 
th petition, she said: “Little¬ 
port is the historic home of 
what used to be called out¬ 
door - now longtrack - ice 
speedskating. 

“In 1892 one skater, 
wealthy merchant, Thomas 
Peacock, bought a tract of 
land in Littleport called The 
Moors which was then re¬ 
ferred to as ‘The Ice Ground’ 
because every winter after 
that he would flood it and 
when it froze, not just the 
villagers but people from as 
far afield as London, would 
come in their thousands to 
skate and to watch the rac¬ 
ing that was organised.” 

She said: “This is an op¬ 
portunity to reinvigorate 
this skating heritage and as 
Mr Peacock’s innovative ice 
ground gave pleasure to so 
many in the 19th and early 


20th century, so a modern 
sustainable energy ecologi¬ 
cally sound building enclos¬ 
ing a vast 400 metre oval ice 
track with inner short track, 
hockey and figure ice pads, 
ethically operated, would 
give healthy pleasure to pre¬ 
sent day skaters. 

“This stadium would be 
able to host international 
longtrack events as soon as 
it opens.” 

She told Ely News : “My 
aim now is to get a proper 
business case together so 
that I can start to approach 
the relevant organisations 
for funding. 

“I have already spoken to 
the local enterprise partner¬ 
ship who were really sup¬ 
portive.”

At first, his owners, Timo 
Pelli, his partner, Michelle 
Walker, and their children, 
Darcy, 13, and Davin, 9, 
of Saffron Close, Littleport, 
thought Max had been in a 
scrape with another cat, but 
when they took him to the vets 
the following morning an X-ray 
revealed he had an air rifle 
pellet lodged inside him, and 
that his leg had been shattered. 

Max was treated by the 
team at Companion Care Vets 
in Ely and, thankfully, is now 
on the road to recovery. Timo 
said: "What happened has 
horrified us and we want cat 
owners to be aware that this 
is happening. He could easily 
have died but thankfully the 
vets were able to save him, 
although the bill did come 
to £700. Luckily, we were 
insured. 

"Cats shouldn't be getting 
shot. They're family pets and 
it's clear Max is a pet as he 
always has a collar on. We're 
just relieved he's going to be 
okay." 

According to national 
veterinary publications, cat 
shooting incidents are on the 
rise in the UK.

"He was taken to hospital for 
treatment and is now making a 
good recovery. 

"We are currently investigating 
the incident and will work 
closely with the local authority 
which has responsibility for 
health and safety in our area."

College path 
could be shut

CRIME and anti-social be¬ 
haviour could force a public 
footpath running through a 
school’s grounds to close. 

Police are considering plac¬ 
ing a Public Place Protection 
Order on the path running 
through the centre of Soham 
Village College’s grounds. 

Sgt Ruth Sheehan says 
there has been “ongoing 
anti-social behaviour and 
crime by members of the 
public using the path during 
school hours”. 

She said: “Local police are 
currently in early consulta¬ 
tion with East Cambridgesh¬ 
ire District Council regard¬ 
ing Footpath 102 which runs 
through the centre of Soham 
Village College, following 
reports of on-going anti-so¬ 


cial behaviour and crime by 
members of the public using 
this footpath during school 
hours. 

“Police are currently scop¬ 
ing the prospect of applying 
for a Public Place Protection 
Order under the new anti¬ 
social behaviour legislation 
introduced in October 2014.” 

Neither Sgt Sheehan nor 
Dr Carin Taylor, principal 
of Soham Village College, 
would say what sort of crimi¬ 
nal activity had been occur¬ 
ring. 

But Dr Taylor said: “Soham 
Village College is aware that 
the local police are in early 
consultation with the district 
council regarding Footpath 
102 which runs through the 
centre of the school site. 

“As a school we ensure that 
we always have adults on 
duty in that area before and 
after school, and during the 


break and lunchtimes, to su¬ 
pervise the safe movement 
of our students across the 
school site. 

“The protection of those 
young people is our prime 
concern and the resource 
needed to ensure student 
safety in this context is cost- 

iy-” 

She added: “We are aware 
that this right of way is used 
and valued by some mem¬ 
bers of our local community 
but we are hoping a solution 
can be found which reduces 
the time school staff spend 
dealing with members of the 
public on the footpath dur¬ 
ing the school day.”

Former chaplain 
jailed over child 
abuse images

A FORMER police chaplain, 
who was jailed on Friday for 
making and possessing inde¬ 
cent images of children, con¬ 
fessed after mistakenly think¬ 
ing he had been ‘caught’. 

Stephen Talbot, of Main 
Street, Little Downham, had 
served as chaplain since 
2011. He admitted his activi¬ 
ties to his boss in panic after 
an internet blackout in the 
village. 

The “technically chal¬ 
lenged” 63-year-old “naively” 
became convinced his per¬ 
verted downloads were being 
monitored, a court heard. 

John Farmer, prosecuting 
at Cambridge Crown Court, 
said the father-of-two had 
developed an interest in

children after becoming ad¬ 
dicted to internet porn from 
as early as 2009. 

While his vicar wife was at 
a conference with her church 
last year, Talbot was surfing 
the web for images when the 
internet went down. 

He phoned Sky to find out 
if it could be fixed when he 
received a message saying 
“someone may contact you 
in 24 hours”. 

In panic he sent a resigna¬ 
tion email to his then-friend 
Assistant Chief Constable 
Mark Hopkins. During the 


ensuing phone call, Tabot 
admitted everything to him. 

Before his arrest the same 
day, the vicar smashed up 
his computer hard-drive and 
scattered the pieces around 
bins in Ely and Soham. 

But on a second computer 
police found 14 indecent im¬ 
ages of children as young as 
8, including one in the most 
serious category. 

Mark McDonald, mitigat¬ 
ing, said the family’s lives had 
been “utterly destroyed”. 

He said: “He and his wife 
have both lost their jobs, 
their home and their friends 
as a result of this.” 

Talbot pleaded guilty to 
two counts of sex offences 
and to perverting the course 
of justice at Cambridge Mag¬ 
istrates’ Court in January. 

Judge Mark Lucraft sen¬ 
tenced Talbot to 15 months 
in jail.

Rower names new boat at Ely Cathedral ceremony 


ELY Cathedral is known for hosting a variety of 
events, but when the theme of ‘messing about with 
boats’ was the order of the day, it must have been 
a first. 

How many cathedrals can boast having a boat¬ 
naming ceremony within its hallowed walls? 

Martin Whitworth, one of the original rowers at the 
1944 Cambridge-Oxford boat race held on the Great 
Ouse near Ely, managed a sterling job of naming 
a new boat displayed in the cathedral: ‘Honours 
Even’.

I'D like to clarify some of the 
misconceptions that seem to have 
been spread regarding my proposal 
to take over ESDAR as these are 
being presented as "not offering a 
Dial-a-Ride service". 

1) Subsidised service: Without 
grants, the Dial-a-Ride service 
must cover its costs, for me to not 
highlight this would have been 
dishonest. 

2) On-Demand service: Dial-a- 
Ride was (once) an on-demand 
service. The cost of this is very high, 

I proposed that the service would 


be, in part, curtailed to a scheduled 
service, to enable optimisation of 
buses and drivers. 

3) Extended services: In order 
to make the service financially 
viable, I was proposing to extend 
the services offered to commuters, 
school transport, etc. With a wider 
scheduled service, the need for 

an extensive Dial-a-Ride service is 
reduced. 

4) Use of volunteers: In order to 
reduce costs, I would have looked to 
volunteer drivers, from the excellent 
Ely Volunteer Centre for instance, to 
supplement the core of paid drivers. 

5) New buses: The existing fleet is 
beyond its economic service life, I 
was proposing to replace it with a 
totally new fleet. 

Thus the charge that I would not be 
running a Dial-a-Ride service is sort 
of true! 

But then again FACT and TVC, have 
only said they will "try" to offer a 
"similar" service. Much the same as 
my offer, but with a management 
that will not see Ely as its core! 

Over the year I've tried to work with 
the ESDAR trustees I found them 
dis-ingenuous in the extreme, and 
with a totally closed mind-set.

The resident, who did not 
want to be named, said: “The 
situation at the post office is 
ridiculous. 

“The staff have been work¬ 
ing in freezing cold condi¬ 
tions ever since the new 
branch opened, yet still noth¬ 
ing has been to done to sort 
the heating. 

“The staff have told me that 
they keep promising to fix the

heating but they’re still strug¬ 
gling to keep warm. The tem¬ 
peratures are unacceptably 
cold for people to be working 
in.” 

Ely News tried to speak 
to staff about the issue, but 
they said they were ‘unable to 
comment’. 

Davinder Singh, from Prick- 
willow, is the postmaster of 
the new branch and the plan 
has always been to open a 
convenience store inside the 
premises as well. However, 
the convenience store is still 
not up and running. 

The resident, who lives in 
the Ely area, said: “The build¬ 
ing is probably cold because 
the majority of the premises 
are empty where the shop- 
side of the business has still 


not opened. It’s really not fair. 
We’ve all been promised this 
all shining and all dancing 
new post office and conveni¬ 
ence store and we’ve not re¬ 
ally got that. 

“The staff were made to 
work in a portable building 
in a car park for more than 
a year, I think it’s about time 
they got the surroundings 
they deserve as they do a 
marvellous job.” 

A spokeswoman for Post 
Office Ltd said: “We are in reg¬ 
ular contact with the new Ely 
postmaster, who has advised 
that he is planning to make 
some changes to the retail 
side of the business. 

“He is aware that there are 
some issues with the central 
heating system. It is a large 
space to heat and he is inves¬ 
tigating the best way of im¬ 
proving the situation for his 
team and for customers.”

Drugs middle 
man sentenced 


A MIDDLE man was caught 
chauffeuring a convicted 
drug dealer - after volunteer 
police officers saw his boss’s 
9-year-old child was not 
wearing a seat belt. 

Shane Baleswaran was 
ferrying dealer Joseph El- 
Akkad when the car was 
searched in Whitehill Road, 
Cambridge, because police 
could smell cannabis com¬ 
ing from it. 

Baleswaran, of Welland 
Place, Ely, said he thought 
El-Akkad was carrying just 
cannabis - which actually 
turned out to be £10,000 
worth of cocaine stashed in 
his trousers. 

Thomas Brown, prosecut¬ 
ing at Cambridge Crown 
Court, said: “The car was 
stopped because there was a 
child who wasn’t restrained 
which attracted the police.

“The officers were not 
particularly savvy, but when 
they stopped there was an 
aroma of cannabis coming 
from it so began searching 
it.” 

The court heard that as 
police searched the car, they 
noticed passenger El-Akkad 
becoming nervous and “fin¬ 
gering his clothes”. 

Searching him, they found 
two “big wads” containing 
500g of cocaine together. He 
was jailed in March for three 
and half years for possess¬ 
ing class A drugs with intent 
to supply. 

Though driver Baleswaran 
was not carrying anything 
on him at the time, text mes¬ 
sages on his phone showed 


him to have an “interest” in 
selling drugs. 

Mr Brown added: “He was 
part of an enterprise selling 
cocaine, but which he be¬ 
lieved to be cannabis. There 
is no defence in law against 
that.” 

Michael Duffy, mitigating, 
described Baleswaran as 
simply a “facilitator” within 
a social circle. 

He said: “The defendant 
has no previous convictions. 
And given this happened in 
October 2013, he has had 
this hanging over him for 18 
months now.” 

The 35-year-old, who 
pleaded guilty at an ear¬ 
lier hearing, was handed 
an eight-month suspended 
sentence for four counts of 
possession and being con¬ 
cerned with the supply of 
Class A and B drugs.

Head admits college 
does need to improve

THE Ofsted report which rules 
that improvements need to be 
made in all areas at Witchford Vil¬ 
lage College has now been pub¬ 
lished. 

As reported last week, the spe¬ 
cialist sports academy has been 
rated as ‘Requires Improvement’ 
in all areas following its latest Of¬ 
sted assessment on February 4 
and 5. 

When the school was last vis¬ 
ited by inspectors, in May 2013, it 
was rated ‘Good’ in all areas. 

In their latest inspection, Of¬ 
sted inspectors said: “Students’ 
progress is not good enough in 
some subjects, especially math¬ 
ematics and modern foreign lan¬ 
guages. 

“The proportion of students 
gaining five or more A* to C 
grades at GCSE including math¬ 
ematics and English was below 
the national average. 

“The proportion of students 
making good progress in math¬ 
ematics by the end of Year 11 re¬ 
mains below average.” 

The report adds: “The standard 
of teaching across most subjects

and year groups is not consist¬ 
ently good. Students are not set 
work that challenges them suffi¬ 
ciently to ensure they make good 
progress.” 

Inspectors said: “Too few teach¬ 
ers provide students with clear 
guidance on how to improve their 
work or check that they make the 
necessary improvements. 

“Teachers are not all consist¬ 
ently applying the behaviour 
policy and, as a result, learning 
in some lessons is affected by a 
minority of students talking when 
they should be working.” 

Christopher Terry, who became 
principal of the college in Sep¬ 
tember 2013, said: “The inspec¬ 
tion was both fair and thorough 
and confirmed the judgements 
that the senior team had made in 
their self-evaluation, that there 
were areas of the college that re¬ 
quire improvements. 

“A wide range of positive state¬ 
ments were made about the col¬ 


lege, however the report also con¬ 
firmed the college’s own view that 
things can be done better with 
regard to standards of teaching, 
progress being made by all pupils 
and the quality of marking.” 

Ofsted says the college’s 
strengths are that “supported by 
senior leaders, strong leadership 
from the principal has led to a 
number of improvements, in¬ 
cluding raising staff and students’ 
expectations about achievement” 

They added: “As a result of re¬ 
cent training, governors are now 
more effective in monitoring the 
work of the college. 

“Achievement in English is 
good. Leaders have improved the 
curriculum. Students have more 
opportunity to follow an appro¬ 
priate range of courses that allow 
them to progress to a range of op¬ 
tions when they leave the college. 

“Autistic students attending 
‘The Cabin’ make good progress 
because of the support and guid¬ 
ance they receive.” 

Mr Terry said: “We are deter¬ 
mined and not complacent about 
the future.” 


DEVELOPMENT 

Public inquiry 
into 128 new 
homes appeal 

CONTENTIOUS plans to build more 
than 120 homes in Witchford will be 
the subject of a public inquiry this 
month. 

Cheshire-based firm Gladman 
Developments Ltd lodged an appeal 
with the Secretary of State after two 
sets of its proposals to erect 128 new 
homes on land north of Field End 
were refused by East Cambridgeshire 
District Council's planning 
committee. 

The controversial application 
was first thrown out in August due 
to numerous concerns - mainly 
over highways issues, and a lack 
of available places at the village's 
schools. 

Gladmans then submitted a revised 
application in a bid to satisfy the 
concerns raised, however that failed 
to win over the committee and was 
rejected in December. 

The Secretary of State for 
Environment has instructed one of 
his inspectors to hold a public inquiry 
into the appeal on Tuesday, March 
17. 

It will be held at the district 
council's offices at The Grange in 
Nutholt Lane, Ely, at 10am.

Payroll has been a hot-topic for 
employers over recent years, with the 
introduction of RTI marking the start of 
a series of ever more complex changes 
to the PAYE system. 

2015 will see some smaller employers 
reaching their Auto-Enrolment staging 
dates. If this new legislation wasn’t 
enough to comply with, there’s also 
new Shared Parental Leave guidance, 
which will mean that maternity pay 
and leave can be shared between both 
parents, and changes in holiday pay to 
include pay elements such as overtime, 
commission, expenses etc., depending 
on the circumstances. 

Some changes are designed to reduce 
employers’ costs, such as the 2k 
employment allowance which will also 
include households employing care 
and support workers for the 2015-16 
tax year.

Just keeping up with all these changes 
has become a full time job for employers, 
not to mention the burden of ensuring 
compliance with the various (and ever 
changing) reporting requirements.

T he office is all a-flutter when I get in. 

It turns out Jason Donovan called early for 
our interview and everyone on the features 
desk is half giddy, half annoyed that someone else 
answered the phone. 

However, when we do finally sync schedules, 
the voice at the end of the line isn't the excited, 
puppyish one you hear on Donovan's All 80s radio 
show on Heart FM, or the charming chat you'd 
expect from a pin-up turned jowly silver fox. 

In fact, he sounds absolutely shattered. 

And that's despite having had a week off "to 
get our breath a bit" before the former popstar 
steps into Geoffrey Rush's considerable shoes as 
Australian speech therapist Lionel Logue in The 
King's Speech at the Cambridge Arts Theatre. 

Courtesy of Chichester Festival and Birmingham 
Repertory theatres, he's playing the rambunctious 
Logue to Raymond Coulthard's (Mr Selfridge, Hotel 
Babylon), stuttering stammering Bertie, aka King 
George VI, in a role that won the dashing Colin 
Firth a Best Actor Oscar in 2011. 

Since having three children with wife Angela, 
today I assume (wrongly) that his tiredness is the 
fault of Rush's looming shadow. "I haven't really 
thought about that to be honest," he laughs quietly. 
"It's in the back of my mind but it doesn't drive 
me every day, you know what I mean? It's not 
something that keeps me awake at night." 

He does admit that the prestige of the show and 
the expectation on him is having an impact though, 
just not the sweating terror you might expect. "It's 
a very iconic film and a wonderful piece," he says. 
"My anxiety is more towards getting it right though, 
you know? The bar is very high on this one and it's 
a wonderful opportunity for me to roll up in, so 
that really comes from a place of wanting to do the 
best, more than the piece itself." 

You see, the only thing making Donovan an ideal 
candidate for a 999 call aged 46 (yes, he really is 
46 ladies), is his punishing work ethic. "Having had 
a taste of great levels of success with it, it's hard 
to...," he pauses, rerouting. "Having ridden the 
crest of a wave, to know what that feels like, you're 
always looking out for that opportunity, that feeling 
again. 

"What I think the important thing to underline 
though is, that for me, a bit like The King's Speech, 
it's about the craft and getting the buzz from the 
craft as opposed to the by product which is the 
fame and people recognising you and earning 
good money. 

"I didn't get into this business to get famous. I 
got into it because I got a real buzz out of being an 
actor and that's what drives me every day. 

"But it's hard to not be seduced by the other 


things that go with it, they're very nice." 

TV was where his first dip in the ocean of fame 
came from when he landed the role of Scott 
Robinson on Neighbours in 1986. His life exploded 
exponentially as Donovan's on - and off - screen 
relationship with Kylie Minogue, who played 
Charlene Mitchell came under scrutiny, and set 
Jason (and Kylie) up as a worldwide heartthrob: 
those boy-next-door smiles, that floppy blonde 
hair. "You know, that's a title people put on me. It's 
very flattering to know that you're iconic in some 
sort of way," he says, sounding uncomfortable. 

"I'm trying to focus, for longevity's sake, more on 
my talent than my looks." 

He doesn't mind being quizzed on Neighbours 
and his non-existent plans to return to the show 
too much ("I don't get sick of it. I can think of 
better questions to ask me. Haha,"), but longevity 
wise, he's got things nailed. 

Despite his increasingly craggy looks, The King's 
Speech is yet another notch on a CV that creaks 
with number 1 records, triumphant appearances 
on reality TV (highlights include Strictly Come 
Dancing and I'm A Celeb... Get Me Outta Here!), 
and a legacy of musical theatre roles. The man 
has starred in everything from Joseph and His 
Technicolor Dreamcoat to Sweeney Todd and 
Priscilla, Queen of the Desert. "Musical theatre has 
been very kind to me, it's something I will surely go 
back to," he says graciously.

Does he find himself tumbling into nostalgia 
occasionally? 

"It's hard not to be nostalgic but it'd be a mistake 
to live in the past," Jason muses, recalling hits like 
Especially For You and Too Many Broken Hearts. "I'm 
very lucky to have had that moment, some people 
don't and I'm very blessed with that. It's changed my 
life to have a group of songs out there that people 
loved and still love. I can re-live those memories as 
well as what those memories mean to other people 
through song. It's a very powerful medium music, it's 
a great language." 

While he admits he'd "love to do a bit more 
television if I'm really honest with you," he already 
counts playing Logue as one of his greatest moments 
to date. "I would hope that this show really is a 
moment for me that is an example of the work I can 
do, that I'm not just... that I am a good character 
actor, that I have the ability to be versatile. 

"But I've had lots of great moments in my career, 
and long may they continue, as long as I can work." 

Just don't go and overdo it Jason.

In the earlier part of the season, 
Julian Atudosie was noted for his 
full-on involvement in the game 
and his wildly erratic smashes, and 
in this match his enthusiasm was 
undimmed but his power play was 
much improved. 

He brought much of this to bear 
on Martin Dickson, who fought well 
but lost in five.

BRADY Stone admits confidence 
is low at Ely after suffering four 
defeats in a row. 

Last Saturday’s 4-1 defeat at 
home to Clacton was followed by 
a 2-1 loss to Kershaw League, Pre¬ 
mier Division leaders Great Shel- 
ford in the Cambs Invitation Cup. 

And Robins boss Stone felt 
the midweek loss showed where 
the problem lies as they bat¬ 
tle to avoid relegation from the 
Thurlow Nunn League, Premier 
Division. 

“I think we were doing all right, 
but as soon as the goal went in our 
heads went down,” said Stone. 

“The confidence of the players 
is shot to bits at the moment and 
losing two or three on the spin is 
not good. 

“We need to keep going and I 
said to the players, we’ve got 11 
cup finals left. 

“If we win five or six then we 
stay up, if we don’t then we go 
down. It’s as simple as that.” 

Goals early and late in the 
second half ensured Shelford 
progressed to the Invitation Cup 
semi-finals, where they will face 
Soham. 


The hosts were not without 
chances of their own though as 
Dan feffrey and Aysa Ourtilibour 
both went close either side of the 
break. 

Substitute Luke Brown gave Ely 
hope they might be able to force 
their way back into the tie with a 
goal inside the final 10 minutes, 
but ultimately they would be 
denied. 

Saturday’s league defeat against 
fellow strugglers Clacton saw the 
away side’s Aaron Condon run 
riot, scoring all four of their goals.

“Gorleston isn’t an easy place to 
go,” said Stone. 

“If we lose 11 games, it will have 
been a waste of a season, but if 
we pick ourselves up and stay 
together we’ve got everything to 
play for.”
